To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in 
the County of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said New Castle, on Tuesday, the tenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers, and 
others heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote in re- 
lation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. Pursuant to the Laws of 1941, Chapter 
130, amending section 2 of Chapter 45 of the Public 
Laws, the polls shall open at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon and shall not close before four of the clock 
in the afternoon. 


3. To hear the report of the Budget Committee 
and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriation for the same. 


5. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to incur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes upon 
the credit of the town. 
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6. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
on taxes paid within a limited time, and to fix the 
amounts of such discount and the date or dates when 
the same shall be allowed. 


7. To see if the town will vote to join and par- 
ticipate in the advertising and publicity activities of 
the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Development 
Association and to appropriate the sum of $64.00 
therefor. 


8. To see if the town will vote to have its books 
and accounts audited by the Municipal Accounting Div- 
ision of the State Tax Commission, and to make ap- 
propriation therefor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to rescind its vote 
adopting the provisions of the Municipal Budget Act, 
and vote to abolish the Budget Committee. 


10. To see if the town will vote to change the 
number of members of the Budget Committee to either 
three, six, or twelve members, the present membership 
consisting of nine. 


11. To see if the town will vote to elect future 
members of the Budget Committee instead of having 
them appointed by the Moderator. 


12. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid for its Class V highways, and appropriate 
the sum of $44.00 therefor. 


13. To see if the town will vote to purchase, in 
conjunction with the Water Department, an auxiliary 
pump and other fire fighting apparatus from the State 
of New Hampshire, and make appropriation of the sum 
of $300.00 therefor. 
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14. To see if the town will vote to take and make 
other and furcher provisions for the safety and de- 
fense of the town and its inhabitants during the war, 
and to make appropriations therefor. 


15. To transact any other business that may law- 
fully come before said meeting.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my twelfth report as Su- 
perintendent of your schools. 


There are two definite checks upon the efficiency 
of the work done in our school. The first is the result 
of standardized tests given each year. ‘These tests re- 
cord the actual facts learned on certain subjects. Since 
the same questions are asked of thousands of children 
in the same grade, the results form an accurate com- 
parison between the work of any one school and that of 
all the others. New Castle is a part of this great sys- 
tem of tests and benefits equally with the others. 


The second check is the rating of our pupils when 
they enter higher schools. It is a partial answer to 
the question, “How well are our children prepared ?” 
The following is an accurate statement based upon the 
ranks earned by the former New Castle pupils who 
entered Portsmouth Junior High School for the first 
time last September. These four received no rank be- 
low passing grade in any subject. In fact, the average 
of all ranks earned by last year’s sixth grade pupils 
was 83 during the first ranking period and—for the 
second ranking period 82 1-5. 


Once again I can express complete confidence in 
our teachers. Miss Trefethen who has trained so many 
of the children of New Castle still has the enthusiasm 
and interest to keep always renewing the variety and 
force of her teaching. It is an inspiration to attend her 
classes. I believe New Castle was very fortunate in 
its upper grade teacher. Miss Lidback has had fine 
training and experience in the schools of Maine. She 
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is thoroughly acquainted with the procedures and meth- 
ods of teaching. She is determined that the pupils 
shall leave her room well grounded in the fundamentals 
so necessary for further schooling. 


Miss Lidback is continuing the manual work which 
was introduced several years ago in the New Castle 
school. This has even extended into some activity of 
war work since they have already made an afghan 
which will be used when and where it is needed. This 
is one method of teaching patriotism and love of democ- 
racy because we are always interested in that to which 
we have contributed time and effort. 


The work in music is under the supervision of Mrs. 
Mary E. Poore. The primary room band is especially 
successful. It lays the foundations of rhythm, timing 
and music appreciation so necessary if a person is to 
receive pleasure from music in the following years. 
’ The children are to be congratulated upon this work. 


The health of our children must be especially 
guarded during these critical times. I am recommend- 
ing to you that a more thorough physical examination 
be given our children. This plan would mean that each 
child would be given a complete physical check up at 
least twice during his New Castle school life—the first 
grade and the fifth grade. It is reeommended that the 
same amount of time now spent in examinations of all 
children be placed upon those of only two grades. In 
this way a more complete test would be given. I be- 
lieve this is absolutely necessary. The other four 
grades would still be given the routine examination by 
the nurse annually. 


Teachers are devoting much extra time to war 
work and will continue to do so. Some are air raid 
wardens, some are taking their turn at observation 
posts. Some are in Red Cross work and a large number 
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are attending first aid classes. As citizens and teach- 
ers they are under a double obligation since by the 
very fact of war, children are placed in added dangers. 
Children who must hear of a confused and war torn 
world wherever they turn are by that fact less easily 
taught. This necessitates added skill and added prep- 
aration on the part of the teacher. This fact will be 
recognized I am sure. 


I wish to thank you, as a board, for valuable help 
received by me in the duties of my office.

Report of School Nurse 


There were 48 children examined with 50 more 
or less serious conditions found. Of these, 36 were 
definitely corrected during the year through the co- 
operation of parents and their own physicians and clin- 
ics. The audiometer, which was given to this section 
of the state for examining the hearing of school chil- 
dren by the American Legion and Auxiliary, was used 
in the school. Thirty-three children were tested. Two 
children were found to have defects. Forty-one chil- 
dren were given the tuberculin skin test with the re- 
sult of every child being negative. All children are 
vaccinated and 10 children have had the diphtheria 
antitoxin. 

I wish to thank our superintendent, Mr. Gillmore, 
the school board, teachers and parents for their splen- 
did cooperation and help with my work.
